The Bitting began this evening 
at aix o'clock, and ever fiiiice the presi- 
denl took the cliair the i^eftists have 
been pressing for divisions on a long 
Boriea of obetructivo motions nniid the 
wildest uproar and inccHsant conllict of 
meinbera witli tliu president of the 
chamber. The confusion iucreased un- 
til the chamber became a perfect bed- 
lam, Finally the Loftista and Righlista 
engaged in a hand-to-hand tight. Dc, 
Katberein, the president of the Unter- 
haup,then at 2 a.m. declared the sitting 
adjourned. 

It ia believed that the disgraceful pro- 
ceedings can have no other result tlian 
the resignation of Count Bndeni and the 
formation of a neutral stop-gap niinia- 
try. To add to tlio perplexity the read- 
ing clerks went on etiike as a protest 
ngniuBt the unwarrantable numoer of 
roll calla in the voting. 



TO HEAVEN BY SUFFOCATION. 

Curios Snpeistltion Frevaillng in a Remote 
Russian District, 

St. PicTEnsiicnc! , Ot;c, 20. — The news- 
papers here report the doings of another 
fanatical sect in tlie government of 
Kazan, whose belief regarding salvation 
is in a measure similar to that held by 
the Raskolniki, the members of which 
believe that the only way to gain eternal 
life ia by being buried alire. The sect in 
Kazan believe also in seli-immolation, 
and hold that heaven ia obtainable only 
by suiTocation. It seems, however, that 
in their case suffocation ia only resorted 
to when a member appears to be dying 
from natural or other causes. Then a 
cushion is held to the aufTerer'a face, hia 
co-believers standing round and singing 
psalms to the person smothered to death 
The bodies of those who die in this man' 
ner are buried in remote woods oi 
ravines, and the gravca are obliterated. 

CAKLIST ACTIVITY. 

Arms Being Extensively Smuggled .Into 
Spain in This Interest, 

Madrid, Oct. 20. — The Itnparcial an- 
nouncea the discovery of an extensive 
system of smuggling arms into Spain for 
the use oi the Oarlists. Large quanti- 
ties of rifles have been secretly imported 
into Spain from France through the 
province of Haesca, in the northern part 
of Spain, from which point the arms are 
consigned to Oarlists in the Navarre and 
Vascongadas provinces.

LoNDO.v, Oct. 20.— The Daily Chronicle 
thia morning, commenting upon the 
death in Cuba last week of W. Hughes, 
correspondent of Black and White, of 
liondon, who is said to have starved to 
death in the streets of Havana after hav- 
ing been maltreated and robbed by a 
party of Spanish guerillas, says : "If 
this story of his death is true fresh exe- 
cration of Spanish action will arise, and 
the British government will have some- 
thing to say on the subject." 

Hughes was found dead on the Prado 
last Thursday night. He had recently 
visited Pinar del Rio with a pass from 
the military governor. It ia said that 
while there a party of Spanish guerillas, 
in broad daylight and in the presence of 
Spanish ofTicers, assaulted him and rob- 
bed him of everything he had except his 
clothes. Hughes, it is alleged, appealed 
to the military commander to help him 
and demanded the restitution of bis 
property, but was only laughed at. He 
was obliged to return to Havana, walk- 
ing the entire distance, and reached the 
city ragged and starving. Having loat 
his passport he could not establish his 
identity or communicate with his friends 
in England. He starved to death in the 
streets. 

Hughes had earned an excellent repu- 
tation as a war correspondent in Africa, 
having followed the Soudan expedition 
and travelled in Western Africa. His 
father ia a retired British army surgeon. 



AMEIILCA^' BAKIUKITY. 

The French Government's Protest Against 
It as Shown in the Dlngley 
Bill. 

Pauls, Oct. 20. — M. Boucher, minister 
of commerce, was the guest last evening 
at a banquet given by the merchants of 
Nancy, famous for ita manufactures of

A Bridegroom of Eighty- Seven and a Bride 
of Mnety.

AN INSOLVENCY LAW. 

le Chief Government Organ Urges the 
Passing of Such a Measure. 

Toronto. Oct. 20.— The Globe has 
commenced an agitation for a Dominion 
insolvency law. It says that " the exi-'t- 
ing state of affaire is generally, though 
not universally, admitted to be not such 
to promote that business probity 
which, after all, iathe life blood of com- 
merce. The dishonest trader finds it 
easy to defraud his creditors, and not 
only defraud his creditors, but to in- 
jure by unfair and unhealthy competi- 
tion, the trader who is striving to pay 
one hundred cents on the dollar. The 
ease with which an insolvent can obtain 
a diacbarge by compromising at proba- 
bly one-third or one-quarter of liis in- 
debtedness, the anxiety of creditors to 
aave something, however little, from the 
wreck, and the eagerneas of the whole- 
saler to sell goods irrespective of the pur- 
chaser's ability to pay for them, have 
contributed to a laxity in business mor- 
ality which manifests itself in not a 
few of the failures which are daily re- 
ported. 

" There can be no doubt that the en- 
actment of a Dominion insolvency law 
would greatly help Canada with her 
British and continental exporters, great- 
ly improve the country's commercial 
credit, and greatly promote the exten- 
sion of trade with the Empire. Such a 
law would give a measure of security to 
British merchants trading in the Dom- 
inion. The Canadian boards of trade 
should renew their demand for a Dom-- 
inion insolvency law, and should seek 
the sympathetic co-operation of the 
London Chamber of Commerce and as- 
sociate boards of Great Britain. British 
commercial bodies are most anxious to 
have such a law enacted."

Ottawa, Oct. 20. — The elections in 
Temiscouata, Rimouaki,and Drumraond 
and Arthabaaka all take place on the 
same day, nominations being on Novem- 
ber C and polling on the 13th.

— At the militia de- 
partment to-day a despatch was re- 
ceived stating that in accordance with 
Lord LanadowiA's recommendation a 
medal is to be given to all those in the 
militia force who have taken part in the 
Fenian raid service of 1806, and also 
those who took part in the Red River 
expedition. The medal is to be the 
same as the one of 1SS5, with the diflfer- 
ence that the word " Canada " alone is 
to be on one side.

" As to the company's improvements 
in the future, I am unable to say much 
at the moment. It will depend a great 
deal upon various circumatancea. We 
have a plan for a station at Vancouver 
which we think will be a very handsome 
one; indeed, the handsomest station in 
America — not the largest, of course, but 
it will be a very beautiful one. It will 
cost a good deal of money. We have 
plana also for a very costly wharf sys- 
tem. All these plans are of a number of 
years' standing. The directors have 
felt, liowever, that they have not been 
very generouBly treated in Vancouver, 
and they have hesitated about exposing 
more property to what they look upon 
as unjust taxation." 

THE NOnTHEUN PACIFIC. 

"I will say, further, that what our di- 
rectorti particularly object to is heina 
taxed on any of its property for the con- 
struction of competing lines of railway. 
Vancouver voted some few years ago 
$300,000, or something like that, to fur- 
ther a scheme for bringing the Nortliern 
Pacific into Vancouver. I would like to 
direct your attention to the fact tliat the 
entrance of the Northern Pacific to Van- 
couver will never be prompted by any 
love of Vancouver or any desire to fur- 
ther its interests. It will be prompt- 
ed by a desire to provide the 
Northern Pacific with a club against 
the operationa of the 0. P. R, in 
the south. Whether you will act to 
further that object, it is for yon to de- 
cide. The Northern Pacilic'e int'Tests, 
it must be clear to everybody, .".re en- 
tirely at Seattle and Tacoma; to build 
up Vancouver ia contrary to their inter- 
ests, both on land and by sea. Tlie in- 
terests of the 0. P. E., however, are 
wholly at Vancouver, both its railway 
interests and its ocean interests, and I 
think the future of Vancouver is linked 
with the future of the C. 1'. K. Co., and 
not with the Northern Pacific or any 
other outside railway. (Hear, hear.) 
We all ought to work together — and 1 
am sure the company ia eo disposed — 
with the utmost harmony and goodwill 
for the buildine upof those interests." 

STEAMERS TO AUSTRALIA. 

"I quite sympathise with what has 
been said about the Australian service, 
I am as anxious as anybody to see a sor- 
vica of the highest class, especially be- 
tween Vancouver and Australia. I think 
tliiit will follow very (juickly on the es- 
tablishment of a firet-class Canadian- 
Atlantic service. It chiefly liinges on 
that. The business with China and 
Japan is growing splendidly. We 
have secured for our steamship 
line from V'ancouver the greater 
part 01 the trans-Pacific passenger 
trallic. Our three steamships handle 
GO per cent, of all the firat-claes 
travel across the Pacific, notwithstand- 
ing that there are eighteen steamships 
competing for the business. We expect 
to hold ili'ini. The trade and traffic, 
however, is outgrowing tlie present ser- 
vice. That service must bo made mure 
fre(juent and ([uicker, and we hojju some 
day to 1)0 able to Bubslilute larger steani- 
ships for the lOinpresees of tlie China 
lino, and establisli a fortnightly Korvice, 
and then give an alternating service with 
the present Empresses to Australia. We 
keei) that in mind all the time, but just 
how soon we cannot say. At the pres- 
time, however, we shall continue to do 
our best to support the existing line to 
Australia, 

viCTOi:iA AND i:Asri:i:N- sciik.mI':. 

" A word or two on another subject. 
Among several schemes on foot is uno 
called the Vancouver, Victoria it Eastern, 
It is an ambitious scheme to build 
from the Const iliraugh southern Britiih 
Columbia to the Columbia river. 1 
would like to tell you simply what tiio 
position of the C. P. I\. is with rcL'anl to 
Southern liriliah Columbia. The com- 
pany projected a line from the Crow's 
Nest Pass by way of Nelson and liobson 
to the vicinity of Penticton to connect 
with its main line at Hope. This was 
projected seven or eight years ayn. 
Tor several years the company 
had engineers in the field, indeed, 
all through southern British Coluinl)ia. 
By the end of next year the coinpiuiy's 
line will be built substantially from its 
main lino at Dunmore to Kobeun, ou 
the Columbia, and no doubt before that 
time stops will have been taken and 
considerable of the road built from the 
Columbia river westward. Yon can 
readily see that with the vaet niiionnt of 
money that the CP. R. has invented in 
various lines in British Columbia, and 
with the large sum invested in the 
Crow's Nest Pdss line, it cannot reason- 
ably be expected to allow some other 
company to occupy the territory between 
the Columbia river and the Frazer 
vaUey. Of course ff anybody elee 
has money to build there on 
their own hook, and take chances 
of business, as we have to 
take them, we have no objections at all. 
I5ut any line in such territory, othor 
than the C.P.R., must, you will readily 
see, necessarily ally itself with the Am- 
erican aystem aoutli of the boundary, 
nud that must take business away from 
British Columbia and from Vancouver. 
Such a line is not to be permitted. I 
only mention it because in the near 
future you will be approached for a 
handsome bonus fur such a, line. The 
-line the O.P.R. propose to build by way 



of Penticton and Hope gives to Vancou- j 
ver everything that can. be desired in ' 
southern British Columbia on the 
Coast." 

Mr. J. 0. McLagan': "I would like 
to ascertain from you your views with 
regard to a railway to Ohilliwack." 

Sir W. Van Home: "The Company i 
has had a line to ChilUwack in view for 
quite a number of years, but the cir- 
cumatances have not been such as to en- 
able it to seriously consider it, and it 
baa eo much in hand at the moment 
that it ia not likely to do anything in 
that direction for a year or two." 

Mr. Mcliflgan said he would continue 
to advocate the building of such a line. 

Sir Wra. Van Home: "I only wished 
to make clear the fact that any railway 
built into the Ivootenay country between 
the Eraser river and the Columbia river, 
other than the C. P. R., would work 
the wrong way for Vancouver and 
the Coast interests of British Columbia. 
It would bring you nothing; it wou'd 
take away from you to the south, trafBe 
of the mining regions in the east." 

SIR CHABLES TOPPER. 

His Visit to the Coast Is In the Interest of 
His Klondyke Company. 

Vakcouver, Oct. '20. — Sir Charles 
Tapper, Bart., ia spending a few days 
here after a visit to the Kootenay coun- 
try. In an interview with the News- 
Advertiser he said : "Having floated, 
last January, the New Gold Fields of 
British Columbia Company, and a few 
months ago the Klondyke Mining, 
Transportation and Dredging Company, 
I am anxious to spare no ell'ort to make 
the ojierationa of these companies 
thoroughly enccesaful. That is the ob- 
ject of my visit to Biitiah Columbia." 

Being asked his opinion as to the 
routes to the Klondyke, Sir Charles said : 
" I want to gather all the information 
that I can before deciding anything. It 
appears to me, however, that the moat 
feasible means of steam communication 
is by the Stickeen river to Telegraph 
creek. I am told that there is a very 
favorable track for a railway from there 
to Tealin lake, aud that Teslin lake is 
not on navigable all the way down, but 
the rivers that are tributary to it will 
give, for boats aud steamers with light 
draft, water communication all the way 
dowu to Dawson City and Klondyke. 
My company are preparing to take the 
necessary measures for carrying out 
their objects. They are not limited to 
the Klondyke; they can work in any 
part of British Columbia or Canada for 
that matter."

Vancouver, Oct. 20.-(Bpecian— The 
interview between Sir Wm. Van Home 
and the city council and board of trade 
deputations ia here the chief topic of 
discuBsion. Much satisfaction is, of 
course, felt over the promise of the insti- 
tution next year from Vancouver and 
Victoria of " absolutely the best rail and 
steamship service to the Yukon." On 
the other hand, there is strong difference 
of opinion as to the determined attitude 
assumed by the head of the C.P.R. in 
regard to the city's future action in the 
matter of taxation. It ia noted that Sir 
William hinted that the extent and 
beauty of several proposed C.P.B. works 
at Vancouver would be largely depend- 
ent on the attitude of the council and 
municipal electorate towards the com- 
pany. 

Specially signilicant also ia considered 
the declaration of Sir VVilUam, that the 
C. P. R. holds that the Robson, Pentic- 
ton, Boundary and Slmilkameen country 
and railroad opportunities, are well with- 
in its sphere of its early future opera- 
tions, and that liis company would con- 
sequently rei:ard as hostile action any 
resolve of the city to bonus or otherwise 
aid the Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern 
Railroad Co. in unnecessary alliance 
witii railroad interests to the South and 
" on the other side of the line." This 
declaration, coupled with the significant 
fact that Messrs. Maun and Mackenzie 
the purchasers of a controlling interest 
in the Coaat-Kootenay project, have 
been in the past intimately associated 
with 0. P. R. enterprise and are quite 
likely to be thus associated again, leads 
to a very general surmise in Vancouver 
that the C. P. R. has little to fear in the 
way of opposition from the present 
Coast- Kootenay syndicate and indeed it 
ia likely enough — though it would be 
impolitic for them to disclose the fact— 
that an understanding exists between 
the Coast-Kootenay charter controllers 
and the C. P. R. 

Much regret ia felt here that Sir Wm. 
Van llorne can at present hold out no 
prospect of his comjjany building along 
the south bank of the Eraser to Chilli- 
wack, and thus linking Vancouver with 
a very fine farm country. As regards 
the C, P. R'a complaint of excessive tax- 
etion of the company's land and other 
property in the city, it ia known that if 
the property be over valued, as alleged, 
it is only iu line with city property in 
general, as a result of temporary deprea- 
son and a transitory fall in realty valuta. 
If therefore, under present conditions'of 
equalized taxation, the assessment of 
C.P.R, property be reduced, so must 
that of other city property and the city 
rate raised proportionately in order to 
meet necessary municipal expenditure. 
In such case nothing would be gained 
by the company. But it is fairly certain 
that Sir William really recognizea this, 
and iu speaking as he did of the pres- 
sure of taxation, he was probably 
paving the way for a demand al- 
ready half formulated that, in re- 
turn for services rendered and to 
be rendered to the commercial develop- 
ment of Vancouver, there shall bo pass- 
ed by the city council and the by-law 
voting elector.-ile of Vancouver, a meas- 
ure of partial further exemption of valu- 
able C.P.R. property from local taxation. 
Such a proposal would, under ordinary 
circumstances, stand no chance of rati- 
fication by the electorate, but it is possi- 
ble that, urged by such special induce-

A FUESH-AIR CODKCIL. 

The Public Never Excluded From the De- 
bateb 111 South Vancouver. 

V.\NcoL-vKu, Out. 20.— (Special) -The 
mnnicipal council of Sontbiyancouyer 
Btill holds its meetingB in the open air at 
various points Bupgested by a peripate- 
tic reeve, Mr. llae. The council used 
till this year to meet iu its ofliues in 
Vancouver, but as the Terminal City of 
course lies beyond the municipiility'a 
bounds, South Vancouver council meet- 
ings cannot there be lecally held, save 
by unanimouB consent of the uieuihere. 
This is refused, three of the members 
-demanding the immediiito erection of 
a municipal hall in South Vancouver, 
the holdinj^ of council meetings mean- 
while at some school houBe in 
the district. Keeve Rae and other mem- 
bers hold that the proposal to build a 
Municipal hall is premalnro, ns there is 
yet no well defined convenient centre, 
tor South Vancouver's rather scattered, 
albeit {{rowiuK population. The lleeve, 
and those who supj)orted him, also con- 
tend that with a very heavy damage 
liability pending, involving, unless re- 
versed on appeal, a judgment covering 
with coats at least $1*2,000, the municip- 
ality canndt afiord to spend $1,000 or 
more on a Municipal hall and its equij)- 
ment. 

Hence, aa the reeve cannot induce the 
council nnanimouely to agree to meet in 
Vancouver, he takes them up and down 
in South Vancouver and causes the hold- 
ing, despite variutioiiB of weatlicr, of 
meeting after meeting under the broiui 
canopy of heaven. The dispute causes 
much inconvenience to councillors, and 
Bouio also to Soutli Vancouver residents 
and taxpayers, whilst outsidera wonder 
who will win in the end. Cold and damp 
weather is at baud, but the reeve is a 
■man of sturdy build and constitution 
and can probably endure a further 
continuance of open air aasembliea 
held, though under very diverse climatic 
conditions after the classic precedent of 
the areopagus of ancient Athens. Quota- 
tion of classic precedent, however, wholly 
fails to console the the three dissentient 
councillors who, stoutly opposing their 
reeve, crave the shelter of a municipal 
hall and will by no means content them- 
selves with the cosy office wherein South 
Vancouver's clerk and collector does, in 
Vancouver, tlie business of the neighbor 
municipality.

MINISTERIAL UNREST. 

Many Prospective Changes in Connection 
Vritb Vancouver Congregations. 

VAKcouVKH.Oct. 20.— (Special)— Many 
changes are impending or possible in 
Vancouver ministerial charges. Thus 
the Rev. iSIr. Mason has recently vacated 
the pulpit at the Congregational church 
which is now in quest of a new pastor. 
Eev. J. M. McLeod liaa resigned the 
charge of the older Presbyterian church 
at tlie East I'md and though Rev. Mr. 
Meikle has withdrawn temporarily hia 
resignation of the pulpit of the First 
Presbyterian church in the same dis- 
trict, it is very possible that there also 
the charge may be voluntarily vacated 
by him ere long. Meanwhile considera- 
tions of weakened health may, it is said, 
induce the acceptance of another charge 
in a drier up country district by Rev. J 
Irving, of St. Michael's Anglican church, 
and it is also reported, that the Rev. L 
If. Tufker, of Ghriat church, has or 
shortly will have, the offer of very im 
portant preferment in Eastern Canada, 
though it is not known whether he will 
find himself able to accept it, occupied 
as he is with multifarious parochial and 
organization work of an important char- 
acter in Vancouver and in the New 
Westminster dioceae in general. There 
seems to be somewhat general unrest in 
Vancouver ininiaterial circles, though 
several very able and popular clerics of 
whom Rev. Mr. Clinton, of St. James' 
church, and Bev. Mr. Maclaren, of St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian church, are here 
to stay. 

MINERAL IN DISPUTE. 

Two Rossland Companies Go to Law to De- 
cide Possession of a Lead. 

Riissi.ANii, Oct. IS. — The controversy 
between the Centre Star and the Iron 
Mask over the possession of a lead has 
reached a climax, and the dispute has 
been brought into court at Nelaon. Both 
the claims were located under the old 
law, which gives to the owner of a mine 
all the mineral contained within that 
portion of a ledge outcropiiiug on the 
claim, whether or not the vein dips out- 
Bide ti'.e side linea of the property. Sev- 
eral days ago the Iron Mask, in sinking 
a winze on its vein near the Centre Star 
side line, dropped into a crosscut driven 
by the Centre Star people to tap tlni 
same lead. The point where the work- 
ings of the two companies met was abuni 
150 feet inside of the Iron Mask's eide 
line. 

Both companies claimed imugesHion of 
the ledge in iiueation, and hh the 1 ron 
IMask ))eoplo n-ttised to aluiiciile the 
Centre Star eecurod a temporary in- 
junction restr;'.iniui: tlieui from working 
in the disjjuted gronml. The Iron 
IMask Company cdaim tliat tlie lecl^'e in 
dispute is undoubtedly tlieirs, as its 
outcrop can he dislinclly traced at a 
diatance oi li () feet inside llieir side line. 
They further eupjjort their right to it by 
ehowing that they were sinking on it at 
the time they droi)ped into the Centre 
Star's worliings. The contention of the 
Centre Star is that the true apex of the 
lead is in their ground, and that only a 
spur outcrops into the Iron Mask's ter- 
Titory, and it olaima ,tbe whole ledge 
with the exception of the small spur 
outcropping on the Iron Mask ground. 



SUEKEY FARMERS' INSTITUTE.

Regulnr Meeting.

Farmers' Institute organized under the 
Farmers' Instilutea and Co-operation 
Act, viz., the Surrey Farmers' Inatituto, 
of which Mr. Moggridge ia president and 
Mr. Thrift is secretary, was held in the 
town hall at Surrey Centre on Saturday 
last at 2:30 p.m.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oct. 20.— Ueing asked as 
to the report that his son Sir Charles 

llibbert Tupper is about to remove to 
this province. Sir Charles Tupper said: 
" I believe that ho and the Hon. Mr. 
Peters, premier of Prince Edward 
Island, have decided to form a partner- 
ship and practise in Victoria." 

About one o'clock tliis morning officer 
John McLean noticed a fire in the houao 
of Mr. William Curtis, a iishernian, hy- 
ing on DuflVrin street, and it wag with 
much difliculty that Curtis and his wife 
and four children were got out safely. 
The house waa completely gutted, only 
the shell remaining. The fire is tliought 
to have been caused by the explofciou of 
a lamp. 

ROSSLAND. 

The ore shipments for last week 
amounted to 16,028 tons, including the 
following : Le Roi, 1,500 tons ; Iron Mask, 
10 tons; Cliff, 13 tons; War Eagle, 45 
tone ; Velvet, 10 tons. This makes the 
shipments from the camp since January 
1 aggregate t)0,049 tone. 

Sir Charles Tupper and party, who 
were here visiting the Velvet, 
on Sophie mountain, left for the 
Coast on Wednesday. While liere 
Sir CharleB, acting for the New 
Goldtields of British Columbia, of which 
he ia chairman, purchased the Portland, 
adjoining the Velvet, for .$19,000. 

Work has been resumed on the Poor- 
man, arrangementa being made for oper- 
ating the property through the Joaie 
tunnel. Five men are at work knocking 
down ore and 50 tons of high grade ore is 
already on the damp. 

Tbo'announcement ia made that the 
Great Western will resume work shortly. 

Operationa are expected to begin on 
the Deer Park on the first of the month. 

Mr. Cole, manager of the White Bear, 
ia back from Toronto and says work on 
that mine will begin again inside of six 
weeks. 

A crosscut is being driven into the 
Evening Star todiacloso the width of the 
ore body recently encountered. 

The Lily .May's new compressor plant 
will be ready to start in a week. 

Work has been commenced on the 
buildings of the B. C. Bullion Extract- 
ing Company, near the city. The plant 
is to be running by May, and will have 
an initial daily capacity of 100 tons. It 
ia to treat silicious ores running from 
to $16 in value.

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TRADE WITH JAPAN. 

Mr. Anderson, who waa eent to Japan 
hy the Federal government; to examine 
into the proapectB for developing trade 
between that country and Canada, Las 
come lioine an enthusiast. Those of us, 
who have Kiven attention to the sub 
ject, will not be eurprised at this; but 
Mr. AnderBon'a entbuaiasm ia a reveU' 
tion to himself and will, we are sure, be 
a revelation to Eastern people. He is 
particularly impressed with the future 
of Mctoria in connection with this trade. 
This city, he said yesterday, has a 
brighter future before it thau JMontreal 
TMa m{ky seem extravagant, but we be 
lieve it to be the sober tratb. Tliere are 
(•ood'reasonB* for so believing, some oi 
which we ahall present. 

The population of Japan ia about 42, 
■000,000. The nation ia juat on the 
threshold of progress. Great as has 
been the trade expansion of the last de 
cade, marvelloua as have been the strides 
of the people towards civilization, the 
movement baa as yet only auperficialljr 
touched the masses. It is donbtful i{ 
more than ten per cent, of the popula 
tion has participated in the great re- 
generation, whicli is the wonder of the 
world; but the movement is spreading, 
and, as such movenieuts do, in ever 
widening circles. The progress of the 
next decade will far outstrip that of the 
past ten yearn in the number of people 
to be affected by it, and consequently in 
the expansion of Japanese comtnerce. 
The New Japan will be alniost as great 
a customer fur the products of America 
as the United Iviugdom has been. The 
United States will enjoy a large ahare of 
the trade to be developed, but owine to 
the fact that the supply of farm produce 
in the United States has nearly reached 
Its ' limit, and that hereafter in 
any bad year the harvest may 
be It'sa than tlie country 
needs at luime, Japan will liave to look 
to Canada fur tlie greater j)art of its 
wheat and meats. It ia needless to aay 
that Cauada's posaible yield in tbeae 
lines ia immensely in excess of what is 
now produced. Japan will consume 
eni)rinoua quimlities of luuiber and iron. 
■\Ve have botli in this (jruviiice. Mr. 
Anderson says that the luiiotint of spruce 
pulp imported into ,Iap;m ia enormous. 
We can manufacture juilp here in un- 
limited quantities. In view of these and 
other conaiderations that need not bo 
mentioned, it ia very clear that an enor- 
moua commerce can be developeil be- 
t\\et'n Canada and Japan, and for this 
commerce Victoria holds a cominandinj^ 
position. What has made New York 
what it is is the fact of that city being 
the headquarters of the great trade be- 
tween America and Europe. A tithe 
only of the coniinerce which New York 
enjoys with Great Britain would build 
up a city hero greater than any in Can- 
ada, and there is no ground for doubt 
that in the very near future such a trade 
can be developed with Japan. 

The Colonist has taken every oppor- 
tunity to urge upon the Dominion gov- 
ernment the importance of doing what 
it can to promote this trade. "We have 
had some very favorable expreasiona of 
opinion from individual ministers, and 
we are glad to bo able to recognize in the 
niieaion of Mr. .\nderson, proof that the 
government as a whole appreciates the 
importance of the aubject. Ttie Eastern 
l)reBB has been very alow about second- 
ing our efforts, which is not surprising, 
perhaps, for the press of thia province 
iiaa held aloof. Those papers which nio 
flt'tppoeed to have the ear of the min- 
iatere, have hardly done their duty in 
this matter, but thia. ia probably more 
due to neglect than to failure 



to recognize how much there is 
to be gained by the adoption of 
a broad and liberal policy. The Eastern 
preaa is, aa a rule, unable to see very far 
weat. Ita eyea are too iullof the amoke 
of party controversy. It can find space 
for miles of rubbish about some little, 
petty thing; but if once in three 
montba it mentiona the marvellous poa- 
Bibilitlea of the Pacific Coast of Canada, 
it thinks it baa done its duty. We hope 
that when Mr. Anderson geta home and 
has had an opportnnity of talking to the 
newspaper men, he will impart some of 
his enthusiasm to them. There ia a 
good deal in what ke said, when the 
CoLo.NihiT complained to him of Eastern 
apathy ou this great subject. He said 
that it was because Eastern people do 
not know the faotSr 

Ab a practical auggestioD towards the 
development of our commerce with 
Japan, we urge the appointment by 
Canada of a resident agent or agents in 
Japan ports, whose duty it shall be to 
keep our business men advised of wliat 
the market there needs. If thia was 
done much good would result at once. 
Such an agent could actas correspondent 
for our merchants and manufacturers. 
It might be BufBcleut for the govern- 
ment to pay only a comparatively email 
salary, that ia sufficient to meet actual 
coat of living, aud permit the agent to 
supplement it by work done for businesB 
houses. After a short time the govern- 
ment salary could be withdrawn. 



LET US ]YOnK TOGETHER. 

Our evening contemporary ia wrong in 
saying that the Coi,o.s-ist took from ita 
columna the idea that the provincial gov- 
ernment onght to do something to keep 
in the province the thousands who will 
come here next year and will not go to 
the Klondylic. We are very sure that 
we did not take the idea from the Times, 
for the reason that we did not advance 
any such idea. What we urged was that 
the Bominion government ahould do 
what it conld in that line. We are quite 
in sympathy with the suggestion of our 
contemporary that if the provincial gov- 
ernment can do anything in the same 
way it ought to do it, but our appeal waa 
directed to Ottawa and not to tiio other 
aide of James Bay, We Buggeat to our 
contemporary that we both have too 
many and too important interests in 
common to waste our energy in quibbling 
about who tliinksof a thing first, and we 
ought both to be able to forget, when it 
comes to fighting the buttle of British 
Columbia and Victoria, tlmt tliere are 
two aides to politics in any arena. We 
invite the Times to join with us in an 
appeal to the Dominion government to 
come to the help of our province in thia 
emergency. Never mind what it haa 
done in thia line heretofore. We will 
concede that it haa done overytiiing in 
its power. Never mind whether the 
CoLOKisT baa or haa not copied from it. 
Let those things be forgotten, and let ua 
both get in and do the beet we can for 
the future. Every influence ought to be 
brought to bear upon the Dominion gov- 
ernment that can be devised. Every 
argument ought to be presented to tlie 
provincial government that can be 
thought of. What we are anxious to 
promote ia not political. We have all 
the time there is to fight over political 
issues, but we will have only one chance 
to get the Ivloiidyke trade, and tlie 
rellex influence of the Klondyke rush. 
Let UB improve this chance to the best 
of our ability. All that both the papers 
can do will bo little enough. It would 
be a pity, therefore, to allow jealousy, 
or political differences, or a deaire to 
score a political point, or anything of 
that kind to interfere with the work. 

Wo tliink that it would he a most ex- 
cellent thing to require all jiereoiis who 
contemjdate going into the Yukon to 
prospect for gold to take out a license in 
advance and to have theae licenaea sold 
in the' British Columbia cities. If our 
contemporary has expressed any opinion 
on this point it has escaped our notice. 
What does it tliink about it? Mr. 8if- 
ton will Ijc liere, perhaps to-day, and 
ahiinst certainly this week. .Shall not 
h )lh the daily ]iapers urge this action 
upon him'.' If it ia adopted it will lie 
wortli milliona to our city, lor it will 
compel every miner destined for the 
Yukon to call at a IJritieli Columbia 
]iort. 

We think it would bean e.'iccllent 
tiling if the Doniinlon government could 
Bee ita way clear to promiaesubsidics to- 
wards the railway from Eobson to Hope 
and to that from Bute Inlet to Queenelle, 
BO that some portion of the thousands of 
people who will come here to go into the 
Yukon and will be unable to get there, 
can find employment in the province or 
be induced to remain hero and prospect 
the ricli country within our own liound- 
aries. J>oea the Times agree witli ua on 
thia point, and if so, will it not take oc- 
casion while Mr. Sifton ia with ua to say 
ao editorially? 

Wo believe it would be an excellent 
thing if the Dominion government 
would undertake to advertise all over 
the United States that the Yukon mines 
are in Canada and that full duties are 
collected on all goods imported from the 
United States. We believe the Times 
holds the same views. Will it not join 
with ua in giving expreasioii to them ? 
We mention these mattera now, because 
of Mr. Sifton'B approaching viait. Local 
mattera, tliat ia things which the local 
government can do, can be considered 
by and bye. What we want to demon* 
atrate ia that, much as we differ on po- 



litical isauea, there ia absolute har- 
mony between ua on these vital ques- 
tions. Westell our contemporary that it 
never had and need never hope to have 
again such an opportunity preaented to 
labor for the good of Victoria and British 
Oolumbta. Wo have reached a crieia in 
the history of the province and city, 
There ia work to be done. The subject 
iB one worthy of the highest patriotism 
and the best atatoamanebip. It' is worth 
many doUarB to the newspapers, for if 
the baalness of thia city develops, aa we 
believe it will under the right conditions, 
daily newspapers will prosper as they 
never have prospered here. There ia 
every incentive for action. Let us unite 
our efforts.

A Cliiniise-Japanese Row Results In a Seri- 
ous Cutting Scrape. 

S:ieanok, a Jap, ia lying at the Jubilee 
hoa))itiil wilhtbrun terrible knife wounds 
in liin biidy, the ri'snlt of a row lietween 
St'veriil Japanese and Chinese on Tuea- 
dav night. A crowd of Chinese were 
standing around the corner of (govern- 
ment mid Cormorant atreeta late that 
eveuiim distusaing the buUetiiia in the 
Chiiieeu langiiage that are paateil there 
for their inlrrMiation, when several Jap- 
anese came along. Just who was the 
agreasor it will lake a police court in- 
(|uiry to find out, but when the Japs ami 
Chinese came together it was like mix- 
ing the contents of the blue and white 
papers of a Seitlitz powder. There was 
a ruction instanter; one Chinaman was 
knocked down, and in the scuiile that 
ensued Sasanok was stabbed in the neck, 
the clieat and through the arm. About 
thi) time Constables Walker and Clay- 
ards came on the scene to atop the row. 
They saw one Chinaman run off with a 
couple of Japs in pursuit, and at once 
Constable Walker collared the lleeing 
Chinaman. He gave his name as Ching 
Pak How, and on the information of the 
Japs lie was locked up on a charge of 
stabbing with intent to do grievous bod- 
ily harm. The wounded Jap was remov- 
ed to the hospital and it hoped that the 
wound in the chest may not prove to be 
very serious. 

Ching Pak How was brought up in the 
police court yesterday and remanded for 
a few days until Sasanok can recover 
autlioiently to appear. Uewas admitted 
to bail yesterday afternoon, himself in 
the sum of ^500 and two sureties of !f250 
each. It ia claimed on the part of the 
accused that ho did not do the stabbing.

Wrestling Champious tq Decide the 
Qaestiou of Superiority iu 
Indiana. 



A Vancouver Centnriou Anxious for 
a Kace— Some Local 
Fixtures. 



On Tuesday next, at Indianapolis, 
Ind., a match will be pulled ofl' between 
Dan. S, McLeodand Martin ("Farmer") 
Burns to decide the heavy-weight catch - 
aa-catoh-can championship of the world. 
The sum of $1,000 also depends upon the 
result, in addition to the gate receipts, 
25 per cent, of which go to the winner 
and 25 per cent, to the loser. 

Dan McLeod is well known to local 
sports, and it will be remembered that 
when he met " Farmer " Burns at 
Davenport, Iowa, last May, ho claimed 
that the decision, which was given 
against him, was an unfair one. He has 
been training for the coming event for 
Bouie weeka at Broad Ripple, and his 
backers are well satisfied with the 
chances of his success. 

In view of the importance of the com- 
ing contest, the following brief mention 
of the competitors will be read with in- 
teiost : 

Dan S. McLeod was born in the High- 
lands of Scotland in 1867. His ^ight is 
five feet seven inches; weight, in best 
form, IGS pounds ; chest, forty-five and 
one-half inches ; waist, thirty-three 
inches; hips, forty and one-half inches ; 
thigh, twenty-three and three-fourths 
inches; calf, fifteen and tliree-fourths 
inches; biceps, sixteen inches, and neck 
seventeen and one-half inches. Tlio fol- 
lowing were his principal victories: De- 
feated K. W. Jolineon, Nanaimo, 1S.S9 ; 
Peter Schumacher, same place, ISS'.l ; D. 
11. Cameron, Victoria, ISS'.i; Tom Mcln 
einey, San Francisco, Ife'.iO; Mclnernoy 
again, same ))laco, IS'JO; Joe Acton, San 
Francisco, 18r(2; Jack Ferryman, Mel- 
bourne, Australia, 1802; Edwin Pickup, 
same place, 1892; Jack Hall, Napier, 
New Zealand, 1S92; Joe Acton, secorul 
match, San Francisco, 18113; Tom .'in?- 
Mahon, San Francisvo, 1808; Sebastian 
.Miller, San Francisco, 1894 ; Chaa. Witt- 
iner, Cincinnati, 0., 1896; Duncan C. 
Kosfl, Philadelphia, 1896; A. J. Ather- 
ton, Rochester, N. Y., 1S96; D. A. Mc- 
Millan, Indianapolis, 1897. In addition 
to these, McLeod has defeated over one 
hundred wrestlers, in handicap matches, 
in America and Australia. His only do- 
feats were by Evan Lewis, at San Fran- 
cisco, when he was but a mere novice, 
and "Farmer" Burns, at Davenport, 
Li., last May, when he ulaims to have 
been worsted by the referee. 

Martin Burns was born near Big 
Rock, Iowa, in 18G1, and has wrestled 
almost continuously since he was eight 
yosrs old, when ho won his first match 
and purse. Only during the last six 
years, however, has he made wrestling 
his vocation. On April 20, 1895, at the 
Second Reiiiment Armory, Chicago, he 
met and defeated Evan Lewis, the great 
"strangler," and thereby became cham- 
pion catcb-as-catch-can wrestler of the 
world. The match took place before 
5,000 people, and consisted of the best 
three in five falls, and lasted two hours 
and forty-five minutes. "Farmer" 
Burns weighs, when in condition, 105 
pounds. He is five feet ten inches in 
height; measures forty-one inches 
around the cheat when in repose, and 
forty-four when expanded. His waist 
measure is thirty-one; hips, forty;

Cascade City, B. C, Oct, 17,— When 
the panic of '93 struck the land the 
" boomer " and " rustler " found their 
occupation gone. But the; did not play 
the part of Othello when superseded by 
GaBsio; theyrefaeed to die or be killed. 
And here in Cascade City I find them as 
prim, as entlmaiastic, as hopeful and as 
cheerful aa waa their wont when folkfi 
grew ricti by buying; corner lots in the 
morning and Belling them before the sun 
wont to reat at night. "I tell you, air," 
Baid one of these gentlemen to the liero, 
" tliat Cascade City ia the gate city of 
this glorious country of Kettle Kiver and 
Boundary Creek. Within ten years 
250,000 people will be occupied 
in mining, farming, milling and 
trading in this great country, and 
recollect the ICottle river drains a terri- 
tory aa large as Maasachusetta and richer 
than any state or territory in the Ameri- 
can Union. And here, is the natural 
point for the building of euieltere, niille 
and factories. Here will meet tiie Can- 
adian and American lines of travel, and 
here they will exchange their wares, 
hook out for Caacade City and don't 
fail to buy a lot." liow like the broogy 
talk one was wont to hear in the Ijooui 
days from Cliicago to Lua Angelea. To 
be sure Cascade City baa notliing now 
bat one store, a lodging-houao with ihe 
inevitable bar, dlRnitied with the name 
o! hotel. It haa, heaidea, a half a dozen 
ahacka, called houses, and nn underaized, 
small mill. Tliere ia no farming coun- 
try near, save four or five thou- 
sand acres of excellent land aioni: 
the river or along the aborts 
of Christina lake. There is a 
good deal of timber, and here is a water- 
fall with a minimum of 15,000 horse- 
power. And that is all there is to Cas- 
cade City. It ia true the railroad from 
the Columbia to the Boundary must run 
its line through Cascade City, and when 
Mr. Corbin extends the Spokane and 
Northern up the Kettle river it must be 
hia first stopping place. Marcua is 31 
milea below, at the junction of Kettle 
river and the Columbia, and Robson is 
about 50 milea by the beat rail or wagon 
route that can he constructed from here 
to that point, A few miles north of here 
is Christian lake, a fine body of water 
about 20 miles long and one to five miles 
wide. 

Along the east ahore of the lake ia 
conaiderable bottom land, and it ia along 
here that the Columbia and Western 
railroad line is surveyed. Thia line 
reaches the summit of the divide be- 
tween Christian lake and the Columbia 
by Dog creek on the east side, and it 
descenda to the lake by McCrea creek. 
From the lake to the euniniit is 
about 18 mile. Here one can see the 
iiuiuenae advantage which a railroad up 
the Kettle river from Marcua haa over 
one from liobson to Cascade City. 
McCrea and Dug creeks each have 
a aeries of canyons and precipices 
that will need the utmoat engineering 
skill to overcome, while along JCettle 
liver there is a grade almost as level as 
on a Minueaota prairie. Indeed were it 
iict f ir Canadian pride or rivalry Mr, 
Corbin need have little fear of a railroad 
cumpetitor in the Boundary or at Chris- 
tiua lake. The cost of construction and 
of operating a railroad through a 
mountainous region like this might well 
<leter the promoters from the attempt 
did not the rich rewards which the 
mineral wealth of this country produce 
overcome all ohstsclea. 

The copper anil gold output of what 
should properly he called the ivettle 
river country will be enormous. But 
tlie quantity will he regulated by freight 
and treatment charges. A difference of 
one dollar a ton v.ill mean either idle- 
ncHS and senii-starvation to thouaanda 
or ii frugal coniiortahle lii;iug. In other 
wurda, milliona of tons of ore will re- 
main wortlilesa rock till economical 
treatment and low freiglit charges en- 
able Buch woik to be transformed into 
gold. 

There is no doubt that the mining men 
of this country will warmly welcome 
Mr. Heinze if he pushes his railroad 
til rough here. They know that he has 
lii'i.'ii eminently suci;i-.safal in the smelt- 
ing businesa, and that he will bring 
frei?rlit :ui(l trea;m nt charges to the 
hj.vest limit at v.iiich the eervice can lie 
p.'riurm;-il coinuiensiirato witli tlie in- 
teieitoii the cii|)itai invested. This is 
an iihi-urbiug topic through this country, 
and is (li3cu;=fieil with aa much eager- 
ness as the fate of Franco waa disoUBaeil 
around the camp fires of the victors on 
the night of Waterloo. 

Prior to my visit to Christian Lake 
district 1 beard much about its miuee 
aud proapecta. But I found no niinca 
and but few good prospects. The Can- 
non Ball and the Cracker Jack, the El- 
more and the Lalla Rookb and a host of 
others, had not enough of work done on 
them to tell whether they would develop 
into wild oata or mines. Up McCroa 
cn ok were some wonderful ledges and 
tome good ore, but there ia more genuine 
work done on the Republic or 
the Lone Pino than on all the claims 
in the Chriatine Lake combined. And 
in addition to all thia I found a crop of 
w ild cata almost aa large as that I found 
at Eureka. Every iron or copper stained 
rock on both sides of the Lake is located 
as a mine. Ask the fellows what they 
have got and they will toll you "Iron 
Cap." This vicious habit of locating 
worthless land as mines to the ultimate 
disgust of either the locator or the dupe 
on whom ho unloads his claim ia un- 
questionably an injurious one. 

Tlie remedy of course for all this ia 
for mining investors to asBOQiate them- 
sel voa with mining men of well deserved 
and well won reputations. Mining ex- 
perts of the tirat class are rarer than 
stars of the first magnitude and the big 
mining coni|)anies pay enormous prices 
for the aervicea of such men but the 
ordinary mining speculator never 
thinks of this, lie would rather con- 
sult a clergyman about a broken bone 
than an export about a mine and aa a 
coneequence he rqiiB up^against a wild 
cat. It is a pity;that this is 6o, for from 
the mihing iriduBtry proner 'i^' the bebt' 
andibiost profitable of all fields of spedu'-' 
.Kha.', i). ■ ■>■».!,; bi -.S'Tf '

HOME FliOJI P:NGLAND. 

Bishop Perrln Returns From Visiting tlie 
Heart ot tlie Eu)p.re. 

His lordship the Bishop of Columbia 
returned to Victoria luat evening from a 
vlait to England, upon which, accom- 
panied by hia aiater, he departed laat 
May. Bishop Perrin was particularly 
pleased with the ceremonies which 
formed part of the J uhlleo celebration, 
at which he says the visitors from the 
coioniea, aud es|)ecially tlioae from 
Canada, were right royally treatinl. The 
gathering of Anglican biahoijs from nil 
parts of the Motherland and the colonies 
in itself conveyed an impression of the 
iiKignitudo of the Empire. The bishops 
were treated with royal consideration. 
During the Jubilee procession they were 
all given places on the steps of St, 
Paul's cathedral, and the whole body 
waa received by the Queen at Windsor, 
Turning to the Latnboth conference 
itself, hia lordahip Kay a that it was not 
to be judged merely hy the resolutions 
made public through the press, as the 
publislied reports conveyed no idea of 
the importance of the diacussiona carried 
on by the body. The topics most^ die- 
cuased dealt witi; the great social quea- 
lions of the day, such aa the relations of 
eniployera and employed. 

The several colonial churchea of Cana- 
da, Australia and other purla of tlie J'hii- 
piro maintained their independence, and 
there was no effort on the part of the 
Archliishop of Canterbury to take the 
part of a pope. 

The American bishops present united 
with their brethren in enthusiastically 
supporting arbitration for the settlement 
of international as well of social difh- 
culties. 

Bishop Perrin was greatly struck with 
the present Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who, aa president of the conference, in 
spite of his 76 years, managed the as- 
sembly in a wonderfully able manner. 



A HUNTER'S MISHAP. 

Captain Kelly Severely Hurt Through the 
Bursting of HlB Gun. 

It is not often that Captain Kelly takes 
a holiday — in fact he had not taken one 
in three yeara until yesterday, when in 
spite of wind and rain he concluded to 
go shooting. 

And a huntinghe did go, his first three 
shots resulting in three grouse going in- 
to the game bag. 

At tlie fourth shot the gun, a donlile- 
harrolled breech-loader, exploded — 
pieces of the metal tearing hia arm badly 
and two gaping holes, one just above the 
wrist and one near the elbow, showing 
where scraps of steel had entered.

Ihe Weddlcff Nottoe He Wrote When 
an , Kdltor — Soma StrlldBB Inoldenta 
TliBt Wero Belated by Ez-GoTernor 
Oomback of Indiana. 

Upon taking editorial charge ot the 

Kennebec Jonrnal Mr. Blaino Boon 
familiarized himself with Maine poli- 
tics by studyiug tho files of Tho Jour- 
nal, and ho studied them closely as far 
back as 1825. By this means ho Boon 
becnnio tho best posted man in the state 
on Maine politics, and he was looked 
upon OS authority. His oble editorials 
during the campaign bringing np po- 
litical matters of the past showed care- 
ful research, and they were copied wide- 
ly. It was while editor of Tho Journal 
that ho was one day stopped on the 
street by an old lady whom he had nev- 
er seen before and asked to write np the 
wedding of her daugbtor, which occur- 
red tho night before. 

Blaino had served his time in con- 
gress and wont to Maine to speak dur- 
ing his campaign, when at tho closo of 
his speech ho began shaking hands with 
tho masses crowded around him. An 
old lady with wrinkled brow and whit- 
ened hair, bearing a babe in her arms, 
approaclied and offered her hand. 

"Why, how do yon do?" said Mr. 
Blaino. "Where's that danghter of 
yours I wrote up that wedding notice 
about?" 

' 'Poor Lucy is dead, " said the old la- 
dy, and her eyes filled with tears. 
"This is her child." 

The man with tho big, kind heart 
rsached over and kissed tho little blue 
eyed girl. 

During tho Greeley campaign in 1873 
ex-Governor Cumback of Indiana spoke 
with Mr. Blaino in Springfield, O. This 
was early in the campaign. Just before 
the election Mr. Cnmbaok was sent up 
in Blaine's state to make a speech. Ho 
was told by the committco that ho 
would find Maine people very stiff and 
iuhcspitable and quite diff'^ieut from 
tho western people. Mr. (;ninbnck was 
surprised, however, at bib ciithusinstic 
reception, there being large crowds 
everywhere, oud ho never had a more 
enthusiastic meeting than at Augusta. 
Ho told Blaino of tho incident and his 
ngrecablo diHuppoiutuient. 

"Oh," said the statesman, "they had 
a man of nnnsuol stuff to get them 
stirred up! Such a man on a speech as 
yon are would have a good reputation 
auywlicre. ' ' 

"But what do yon know about my 
speech?" asked tho governor. 

"Didn't you speak with mo over at 
Springfield?" said Blaino in a way as n 
reminder. Then ho went ahead and told 
Mr. Cumback all about his speech, of 
tho crowd iTcent iiiid (;i',ve promptly 
all the main points of tlie speech and 
even named the party with them. Ho 
also remembered at what hotel they put 
up and what day of the week it was. 

Another instance of Blaine's great 
memory is cited in the following stoty, 
as told by Mr. Cumback: 

During tho Garfield campaign Mr. 
Blaino spoke in Cum back's town. Ho 
was entertained by Mr. Cumback and 
driven over town. 

"There's a sick man in that houso 
there tliat has been talking yon up for 
president for four or five years, " said 
tho governor, "and ho thinks there is 
no one like Jim Blaine. " 

"Mo for president?" said Blaine. 

"Yes, you for president. Do yon 
want to stop and go iu to see him a 
minute? Nothing would please him bet- 
tor." 

They went iu and remained n few 
minutes. Blaino trotted tho children on 
his lap and talked freely with the sick 
man, who.so name was David Ken'. 

Dhiiiio uiid the governor met at Gar- 
fiold'.s iiiau};uratian. 

"How arc you, Will?" asked Blaine. 
And he asked all about tho men he had 
met in Cnmback's town several months 
bcfoin and called nearly all of them by 
their lir.st names. "Ob, yes," be said, 
"how is Dave Kerr? Did bo ever get 
well? Poor follow, ho suffered terribly. 
And those little children, how about 
them?" 

This may be considered a wonderful 
feat of memory. It was in October when 
he nu't tlicKO people, and it was on the 
-1th of .March, nearly five inanihs after- 
ward, that bo recalled bis visit, re- 
mcuibering the name of every person 
ho was introduced to on that day. Ho 
had seen a million people since that 
time anil bad shaken hands with and 
met thousands. 

Mr. Cumback nccompanird Mr. 
Blaino on bis speakint; tour through In- 
diana during; his canipaif^ii in 188-1. It 
was ju'-t ten days before election. Cum- 
back left him at Lafayette, saying that 
he wouldn't see him again tiutil the 
iuauHurntioii. 

"I don't know, "said Blaino doubt- 
fully. ' 'I'm afraid it won't be. " 

Ho had an unu.sual, vacant, faraway 
look in his eyes, and he was very K(.'ri- 
ous. Plis \vord.y came slowly and hesi- 
tatingly. Mr. Cumback assured him 
thtit there was no doubt, but Blaino 
shook his head. 

"I don't know, " said bo. "I've had 
a sort of feeling for tho last week that 
I wouldn't bo elected. I hope I will, 
but the outcome is doubtfr.1, tiud I feel 
now us if it were very doubtful. But if I 
am defeated I will go to work tho next 
day on my book." 

And ho did. He begun the second vol- 
umo of bis "Twenty Years of Con- 
grcs.s" the next day after the oleotiou. 
— Chicago Timcs-Hcrald.

"Steering Without a Compusa" iu tit. 
IS! icbolos. Mr. Kobbe says: 

The degree of A. B. is not confined' to 
college graduates. Aboard ship it mouns 
"ablo bodied" seaman. 

Every nautical "A. B." knows how 
to "box tho cQmp"fis" o.nd how to steer 
by it, but you will bo surprised to loaru 
that no good helmsman will steer by a 
compass unless all other things fail 
him. Among those "other things" aro 
tho horizon, tho wind, tho wake of tho 
ship, tho stars, the soundings aud tho 
line of tho surf when running along tho 
coast. And so the ablebodied seaman, 
when a greenhorn takes his trick at the 
wheel, hands over the helm to him 
with this caution, "Keep your head out 
of tho binnacle." 

I am speaking of sailing vessels. 
Steamers, espixially those that travel on 
regular routes, steer by compass. They 
"run their courses" from point to point 
—from lighthouse to lighthouse, light- 
,!bip, day mark, buoy, bell or fog Avhis- 
tlo. In thick weather they know, tak- 
ing wind and tido iuto consideration, 
bow long they should stand on each 
course aud try never to pass the "sig- 
nal" at tho end of it. When they have 
seen or heard that signal, they start on 
tho next "run" or course. This is called 
"running tho time and distance." I 
havQ gone into Halifax on a steamer 
that mot with thick fog from Gape Cod 
Ao\ia. One morning the captain 8aid to 
mo: 

"Wo ought to pick upSambro in half 
an hour. " 

Surely enough, about half an hour 
later we heard, through tho fog, a can- 
non shot, tho distinguishing fog signal 
of the Sambro light station on the Itova 
Scotian coqgt. 

Real sailors — the Jack tare that man 
sailing vessels — actually prefer, as I 
have said, to steer by signs rather than 
by compass, and there are times when 
the steamer pilots have to.

But the opening of the 
Suez canal has changed things, and, as 
if by jealous interposition of geograph- 
ic fate, drawn tho issue h;u"k to thu old 
lighting ground in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean. If she is to bold India and Aus- 
tralia, England mu.st control the Suez 
canal and its approaches.

NOISES OF LONDON. ' 



THE WORST OF THEM AMOUNT TO 
ALMOST A PLAGUE. 



Vo Ulectrlo Cars Buzz thn 'Exlv, bat the 
Volcca of Street Fakirs, Drunken Alen 
and Women nud Strolling Sliulelun* 
Muhu More TrylnB Sounds. - 

London is the noisiest city in the 
world. Yet it has no electric cars buzz- 
ing and crashing and ding-donging 
through tho streets. Loudon's excoasea 
in noise do not oome from its street 
trafTio. Its smooth wood pavement is 
tho quietest thing yot devised for floor- 
ing a city, and rubber tires daily multi- 
ply. Tliero are two classes of noisy 
vehicle.", tho cninibuscs aud tho milk 
carts, but it is not tho wagon wheel or 
tho v/agou load that mokes London the 
noisiest city in the world — it's the hu- 
man voice and the human lung. 

Anybody is free to make as much 
noise in Loudon streets as ho likes. Ha 
may sing, bawl, cry his wores, tootle on 
trumpets, and no ono can prevent hiin. 
To his vocal oxcreiscs ho may add tho 
shrill clatter of tho piano organ aud tho 
doleful drum, and uouo shall say him 
way. 

At this moment a German baud splits 
tho air about my windows. Tho fat 
trumpeters planted themselves before 
tho liouso ten miuntes ago, and their 
ferocious bras.s squetilings havo driven 
me from the chapter on which I was 
fondly engaged and havo banished for- 
ever tho struggling thoughts that were 
trying to got themselves into some inky 
shape. 

If tho wretches would play well, some 
cxcuso could bo found for their persist- 
ent energy, but they play vilely. All 
German street bands do. 

An insolent ruilian with a fife ia an- 
otlH>r terror in onr street. Yon can hear 
hiui for half a mile. Ho will murder 
any tune he tries. 

There is a varlct who comes at din- 
ner time throe nights a week to yell 
"Swcot Mario" and "The Jewel of 
Asia. " I prophn.sy sudden death for this 
man. 

Any metropolitan doctor will tell you 
that nervous diseases are becoming de- 
plorably common. What aro invalids to 
do when the blatant Teutons come bel- 
lowing \mdor their bedrooms? You can 
go iuto tho street and command tho 
clamorous nmsioiaus to move on if thero 
is illness iu your house, and you can 
givQ tho wretches in charge if they 
dou't obey. But suppose they move a 
hundred yards. Their mighty blasts 
still roll along the street. They can go 
around tho corner. They perambnlato 
all the adjacent passages and keep 
within tho law and your bearing at tho 
same time. You aro defenseless. 

There's not a quiet hour from 9 in 
the morning till past miduight. The al- 
leged musicians stop their odious per- 
formances befoTo midnight. Whether it 
is law or exhaustion that compels them 
I havo never discovered. 

When they have passed, the inebriated 
coster and the roisterons' apprentice go 
home roaring. They como almost inva- 
riably in fours and howling at the top 
of their voices. They stand on tho street 
corners and howl unintelligible things. 
When a lov,' class Londoner is filled 
with drink, he bursts into song and 
kicks bis wcmankind. Law can touch 
him for tho hitter diversion, but not for 
the furmer, and yet tho fellow's singing 
is as brutal as bis kicking. 

There is another terror beloved of a 
certain kind of cockney, and it is never, 
by any chance, rampant in the daytime. 
A young coster, having finished his la- 
bor and ceiupleted th(! joyou.s rite of 
"jumping on his mother," marches 
through the streets squeTiziug the air 
from a coiicertiua. He is accompanied 
by a group of admiring friends, never 
less than rix in number. They march 
U^as'ily, these gallant Britons. Y'ou 
bear their boot heels keeping time to tho 
shrill iustruniciit. Now aud then they 
whistle a chorus. More frequently they 
yell it. Where they march from and 
where they march to no man knowetb. 
I know only tliat their nightly proces- 
fiidiis torture my cars. 

No policeman ever interferes with 
these revelers of tho night. The blue- 
coat has no authority for repressing the 
ardent choristers, for the police may 
not " interfere with tho liberty of the 
subject," and "thu lib(^rty of tho .''ub- 
jeet" means that any fellow is permit- 
ted to mako as much noiso as ho likes 
when quiet folk would be sleeping. 

The singing beggars aro tho most 
odi(nis of London's street nuisances. 
They aro always gren.'y, shiny, whiny 
and out of tune. For the most part 
the}' sing hymns, but no pen can tidl 
you how they sing thom; no words can 
convey the utter hypocrisy of their 
sneaking manners. 'They are as bad a 
lot ns you could find tho world over. 
They trade eliii fly on tho sympathy of 
the stranger and tho credulous towns- 
man. They trade prolitably, too, moro's 
tho ])ily. One of them died tho other 
day and left $1,000 cash at his lodging.. 

Begging is forbidden by law. To 
stand in tho street aud ask for alms is a 
crime, but to slinfflo along the street 
whining in sharps aud flats is to bc- 
conio au industrious subject. It is the 
law that forces these repulsive impos- 
tors to make a noise.

Williams Now Charged With Sev- 
eral Bobberies and More to 
Hear From. 



Seattle Police Say Ho Carried Away 
A Safe From the " Flier's " 
Wharf. 



The developments that have cropped 
out since the arrest of Joe Williams on 
Sanday go to show that the capture of 
that tough looking individual by Con- 
stable McDonald is even more import- 
ant than at first supposed. Since the 
charge of trying to blow the safe of 
Porter's butcher shop has been entered 
against Williams, it has been discovered 
that he not only has several other names 
which he uses when convenient, but 
that he baa been mised up in a number 
of otlier robberies here, and is also want- 
ed in Seattle. WilliaiuB is entered in 
the police books as Alias Kelly, alias 
Murphy, alias Murray, and when 
brought up in the police court yester- 
day admitted that he answered to 
thein all at various times, juat 
as royal pereouageH adopt various names 
of their minor titles when they desire to 
travel incog. Altogether there are six 
charges against Williams for various rob 
beries that have occurred in tbe past 
couple of weeks. One is for breaking 
into Smith's barber shop da Johnson 
street and stealing shears, razors and 
other barber's tools: another is for en- 
tering the Occidental hotel and carrying 
away $'S0, some whiskey and cigars from 
the bar; still another is for stealing a 
chisel, pick and brace and some other 
tools from Morrison's blacksmith shop ; 
then li. Porter's cottacea on Douglas 
street have been stripped of their lead 
pipe and brass fittings, and the charge is 
laid at Williams' door. It is also 
charged that Williams stole several piga 
of iroa from Turner, Beetou I'c Co' 
wharf. 

It seems that Williams and a lad 
named F. Lynn, 1(> years old, have been 
sleeping at night on the wharf opposite 
the Occidental hotel. On Friday Lynn 
and another boy named Charles Mc 
Grath were arrested as vagrants, but 
they were subsequently turned loose. 
However Lynn was gathered in again on 
Tuesday night and now he has blown on 
Williams with the result that the man 
has same very direct evidence agaiuet 
him. Lynn certainly did not take part 
in the Porter robbery for at that time 
he was safe under lock and key aa 
a vag in the police station. He 
however was with Williauia when 
the latter purchased the powder 
that waa found at Porter's after the un 
successful job on the safe. This jiowder 
has been identified by the string and 
paper on it as having been purchased 
from Mr. Shore. 

Then Lynn took the police to a house 
behind Johnson's grocery at the corner 
of Church way and Humboldt streets and 
there hidden in the chimney were the 
shears and clippers stolen from Smith's 
barbershop. Lynn said he and Mu- 
Grath had made that their headquarters 
for a time as the house waa empty. A 
day or two ago, however, he found the 
house occupied and had to abandon the 
stolen property. 

The pig-iron, the lead pipe and brass 
fittings were found in Addelson'a junk 
shop on Johnson street. So a pretty fine 
collection of evidence has been 
secured against Williams. Barney Mc 
I.,aughlin, who wan arrested ou .-^undny 
night in Williams' company, waa turned 
loose again, as it appeared that he had 
nothing to do with the Porter robbery 
He made haste to try and get away from 
town, and was disgusted to find himself 
under arrest just as he was starting to 
Vancouver on the Charmer yesterday 
morning. He is merely held on su 
picion, but it may turn out that he had 
nothing to do with Williams' misdeeds 

Williams is a man mucli in request, 
for no sooner were the Seattle police in 
formed of his capture than they wired 
back that they wanted him for a little safe 
job over there. Ttiia was in connection 
with the myaterious disappearance of a 
safe from tlies earner Flier's wharf, at the 
foot ot Yeasler street, a short tune ago 
The safe was not broken open, it was 
stolon bodily, and since then uo trace 
couUl bo found of it. 

Williams was remanded till Monday 
by the police magistrate yesterday after 
noon,

" Hawaii ia certainly going to be a state, 
but whether it will be at the time of its 
annexation or later reniaiua to be seen. 
Should it be annexed as a territory, the 
Hawaiian commissioners recommended 
that the islands be admitted to statehood, 
and a special act of congress wonld un- 
doubtedly follow." 

JAPANESE NEWS. 

An Epidemic of Dysentery— The Gold Stand- 
ard In Formosa. 

San Francisco, Oct. 19. — The steamer 
lielgic, which arrived from Yokohama 
via Honolulu, two day ahead of her 
schedule time, brought the following 
advices: \ 

It is rumored in the court circle that 
Mr. Komura Jutaro, vice-minister of the 
Japanese Foreign office, will succeed 
Mr. Hoshi.aB Minister of the United 
States, and that Minister Kato Taka- 
akira, now at the rfDourt of St. James, 
will soon be recalled.

A CAN NEKS' TKUST. 

New York Capital Organizing the Columbia 
River Operators. 

Astoria, Oct. 19. — For some time past 
there has been a movement on foot for a 
combination among the Columbia river 
salmon canneries, and there now seems 

to be no doubt of its consummation. 

Delafleld, McGovern i<c Co., of New 
York, extensive wholesalers of can.ned 
salmon, iiave been chieliy instrumental 
in pushing through the project and will 
probably finance the proposed trust 
through its incipient stage. The object 
of the combination ia to prevent cutting 
of prices on canned goods. 

YELLOW FEVER SPKEAUING. 

Appearing in All Sections of New Orleans 
and Throiigliout Southern States, 

Nkw Orleans, Oct. '20.— Fifty-six new 
cases of yellow fever and four deaths were 
reported to-day. Cases are being re- 
ported from all sections of the city, and 
it is possible that many cases are being 
hidden. Those who hoped the fever was 
on the wane are disappointed. 

At Mobile, Ala., there were 5 new- 
cases; at Edwards, Miss., 4; Clinton, 
.Miss., 4; Scrantou, Miss., 5; and Mont- 
gomery, Ala., 4, and possibly more. 

TO HELP TRANSVAAL MINING. 

Proposed Reduction of Duty on Dynamite 
and Lowering of FreiRht Rates. 

Pretoria, Transvaal, Oct. 20.— The 
report of the sub-committee of the 

Volkeraad on industrial conditions has 
been issued. It recommends a reduction 
of duty to the amount of ten shillinjis 
per case of dynamite and large reduc- 
tions in the railroad tariff on mining re- 
ijuiretnents. The report needs the Volk- 
sraad's conflrmationand a heated debate 
n expected.
